fined to w ithin 200 m iles of its hom e 
base.

The latest raid traced to the band 
w as the robbery of a B ayport (M inn.) 
b ank m essenger of $1,400 Saturday, 
in carry in g out the evidently care­ 
fully planned crim e, th ree m en w ork­ 
ed w ith precision th a t betrayed long 
experience, B row n declared. 
In each one of the long list of rob­ 
beries th e bandits have used m any 
.similar tactics. 
E ith e r a single m an 
or th ree m en com m itted m ost of the 
jobs and never did they leave an ob- 
strusive clue th a t m ight lead to cap­ 
ture. 
Evidence of careful planning has 
been discovered about the scene of 
each robbery, burglary 
or 
holdup 
leading investigators to believe the 
band has a wide ram ifications w ith 
a secret service d epartm ent to report 
on the best m eans of procedure. 
B row n declared he 
believed 
the 
b andits spent a few 
days 
a t 
the 
scene of th eir crim es, then sw iftly 
and surely carried out th e ir plans and 
sped back in fast m otor cars to th e ir 
Tw in City hideout. 
In only tw o instances have the per 
p e tra to rs been captured and none of 
the blunderers are believed m em bers 
of th e syndicate.

A r e c e n t business survey shows that failures anions retail 
m erchants in 1928 were caused as follows, 8.6 per cent on account 
of competition. 31.4 per cent or nearly one-third, which were 
caused by incompetence. 
Lack of capital caused 35 per cent of 
the failures. 
The lesson to be learn ed jro m this is that the retail merchant 
.should adopt some of the plans of his more progressive competi­ 
tors. 
He should not start a store with the hope that it will be 
successful. 
Too many neighborhoods are over supplied with 
stores. 
Profits may often be increased through the reduction in the 
number of items stocked. 
A m erchant should buy the kind of 
goods th at his community wants. 
He should keep an account of slow moving merchandise ant 
eliminate it, thus giving the opportunity to buy larger quantities 
of fast moving merchandise. 
Nothing is a bargain if it does not sell. 
He should display seasonable merchandise iii the windows. 
He should link this with his daily advertising. 
He should get rid of unsightly counters. 
P aint inside and 
out, and make the store attractive. 
And why is this im portant? 
It is because 85 per cent of the purchasing in retail stores is done 
by women. 
Well trained, courteous d a rk s are a necessity, too, as they 
reflect the spirit of the establishment. 
Many customers never 
have contact with the owner or m anager of a large store. 
The merchant should not scatter his purchases through too 
many sources of supply. 
The m anufacturer and wholesaler will 
be more interested in his success. 
These conclusions were taken from a national survey on busi­ 
ness made by the U. C. T. 
Of the voluminous information made 
available by the Census Bureau of the Federal Government, con­ 
sisting of nearly 2,000 series of current statistics, more than 95 
per cent relate to production, while not more than 5 per cent re­ 
late to distribution. 
This has been brought about because of the m anufacturers’ 
insistence upon having data th at would help increase production. 
Today there appears to be over production in many lines, and 
distribution is the biggest problem of the m anufacturer and whole­ 
saler.

It is certain that he was employed by companies which stood 
to profit by big arm am ents and to Jose by a limitation of arm a­ 
ments. 
It is certain that Mr. Shearer's connection with his employers 
was revealed only when he had a quarrel with them over his pay; 
and that for years he has posed before the public as a disinterested 
patriot for profit. 
Mr. Shearer’s defense is that he believes in a big navy and 
that he would advocate a big navy even if he weren't paid for it. 
The complete and sufficient answer to his defense is that for 
years he kept his connection with the arm am ent finns carefully 
hidden. 
Honest advocates would not do this. 
Honest lawyers do 
not go into court hiding the identity of their clients. 
The indispensable element of Mr. Shearer’s activity was its 
secrecy. On that depended Mr. Shearer’s whole public influence. 
Its secrecy was its w i c k e d n e s s . 
For nobody can object to a m an’s 
arguing f o r a big navy. 
But when the argum ent is conducted for 
unavowed motives, and when those motives are pecuniary, the 
business is morally, if not legally, a fraud. 
To say this is not to imply that everything is to be taken at 
face value which Mr. Shearer now says in order to em barrass his 
form er clients and his friends among high naval officers. 
He is 
now conducting a propaganda iii his own behalf and apparently 
he is ready now to ruin reputations as la' was ready formerly to 
ruin understanding between Great Britain and tilt' United States.

There is no profit In holding the 
cockerels longer than 12 weeks, un­ 
less they ore to be kept tor breeding 
purposes, or to supply a special mar 
ket. 
I know of a number of poultry 
men who supply motorists chicken 
lunches and dinners during the sum ­ 
mer and early fall. 
These men make 
a good profit by holding the cock­ 
erels to a later date, sometimes to 
the age of four or five months, be­ 
cause they can dispose of them at a 
large price to the traveling public, 
says a w riter In the Indiana Farm ­ 
er's Guide. 
Poultry men who are lo­ 
cated on main-traveled roads should 
consider this method of making larg­ 
er profit from their flocks. 
It Is a 
field of endeavor not yet overcrowded. 
Cockerels to he kept for breeders 
should 
be 
removed 
to a 
separate 
house and range. 
If there happens 
to he hut one good range available, 
let the pullets have it. 
It Is of more 
Importance to them than It could 
possibly be to the cockerels. 
How­ 
ever, It is a good plan to take good 
care of the males. 
Remember, they 
are responsible, jointly with the fe­ 
males, for the future welfare of the 
flock. 
Grow Good Pullets. 
There is one last rule that poultry 
men should observe in endeavoring to 
grow good pullets. 
Be careful 
in 
changing them to rite laying quar­ 
ters. 
I would house the birds just 
before they start laying or as soon 
as a few eggs are found. 
Do not de­ 
lay the m atter, as they learn to hide 
rite eggs 
in 
out-of-the-way 
places; 
also, and most important of all, nev­ 
er house the cockerels with the pul­ 
lets. 
It is time enough to introduce 
milles when hatching eggs are needed 
a year later. 


Fattening Turkeys on 
Range Is Proper Plan 
In getting tile turkeys ready for 
market it is a good tiling to begin 
feeding n little night and morning 
about the middle of September.
